SYNOPSIS or CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

ripHE sole head of a family, or any 
4- ma'.e over 18 years old,'may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba,' Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear ia person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District 
Entry by prosy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agont of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain ona 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
50 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to ’ reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-tmption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
$3 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300.

Edmonton, Alta., Dec. 11—Four 
trusted employees of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, which has operated 
in this country since 1670, accom¬ 
panied by two dog teams, each 
carrying 300 lbs. of mail and pro¬ 
visions, are on the way to Fort 
McPherson, 2,100 miles north of 
here, on what is conceded to be the 
longest overland mail trip in the 
world. They are scheduled to 
reach the fringe of the Arctic Circle 
on Feb. 28, the journeying occupy¬ 
ing about 60 days. 

The trip from Edmonton to 
Athabasca, 100 miles, was made by 
train the first day, after which the 
party started on the lonely trail, 
which follows the windings of the 
Athabasca, Slave and Mackenzie 
rivers. One of the teams, with 
two men. is destined to Fort Smith, 
the other going to Fort McPherson. 
The "mushers” are experienced 
river and woods men, who have 
passed ycres in the north country. 

Include^ in the mail is a small 
packet for Stefanson, the Arctic 
explorer, to be delivered at Her- 
schell Island, the most northerly 
mail point in Canada. The original 
plan was to push on to the far out¬ 
post, but advices just received arc 
that the supply ship Belvedere, 
which sailed from Nome last July, 
has not yet reached there. In the 
event the ship does not arrive soon. 

I the detachment of Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police, stationed on the 
island, will fall back On Fort Mc¬ 
Pherson. Otherwise the mail car¬ 
riers will continue their journey 
200 miles farther north. 

"The winter trip to Fort Mc¬ 
Pherson is fraught with great dan¬ 
ger,” said Acting Postmaster 
Cairns, "but we feel that the men

Fig¬ 
ures Issued recently by the census- bu¬ 
reau show that In 1899 American hens 
laid 1,293,662,000 dozen eggs, which 
was seventeen dozen for every man, 
woman and child 1- the country. 

In 1909 they produced 17.3 dozens 
per capita, while this year it is esti¬ 
mated that they will produce 17.8 doz- 
pes per capita. '

This Is the way to .make official 
bread, given out by the chief cook cf 
the department of agriculture. 

For three pound loaves—make fer¬ 
ment of one ounce cake compressed 
yeast, one ounce granulated sugar, 
half ounce salt and twenty ounces wa¬ 
ter. Place 1 • even temperature for 
an hour. Weigh four and one-half 
pounds flour and let it warm. Mix 
flour and ferment together. Cover mix¬ 
ture and warm for twenty minutes. 
If dough Is too stiff add lukewarm wa¬ 
ter. After twenty minutes more take 
up dough with hands slightly greased 
and fold over over and over fourteen 
times. Cover, eet.aside for tyenty min¬ 
utes; then fold nine times. After 
twenty minutes more mould into 
loaves and bake forty minutes in a 
steady oven 400 to 410 degrees F. A 
cup df water In the oven will make a 
tenderer crust. •
